NEW YORK.—The United States 
Wednesday night gave its answer to 
Foreign Commissar Molotov's bit- 
ter attack of the day before. 

It was a full answer that the gen- 
eral assembly of the United Nations 
heard: an answer in which blunt 
directness, a measure of sarcasm and 
more than a little genuine idealism 
were mixed.

Albania Protests 
Royal Navy Moves 


BELGRADE, (Reuters) — Albania 
Wednesday called for United Nations 
action against Britain, charging the 
Royal Navy with “attempting to 
provoke incidents” by sending war- 
ships into Albanian waters, the Yu- 
goslav news agency reported. 

Gen. Enver Hodja, Albanian pre- 
mier, sent a telegram to Trygve 
Lie, secretary-genera) of the United 
Nations, strongly protesting against 
four British warships entering Al- 
banian waters on Oct. 22. 

On that day the British destroyers 
Saumarez and Volage struck mines 
in the Corfu channel between the 
Albanian coast and the Greek island 
of Corfu with the loss of 43 dead 
and 41 wounded. The destroyers 
had been taking part in the Brit- 
ish Mediterranean fleet's autumn 
manoeuvres, 


In London the substance of the | 
Albanian complaint was denied by 
a foreign office spokesman. 

It was authoritatively stated that} 
although the Corfu channel, to 
which the Albanian complaint is 
believed to refer, is too narrow to 
permit passage of its whole length 
without entering the territorial 
waters of the neighboring states, it 
has always been considered in inter- 
national law to be a “highway of | 
international traffic.” This means 
that international shipping has al- | 
ways been accorded the right of 
“innocent passage.”

Historic Garage 


On Highway Burns 


FORT ST. JOHN. — The largest 
maintenance garage on the Alaska 
highway burned to the ground at 
Camp 49, the @riginal construction 


}camp on the highway, half a mile 
| from here Wednesday morhing. 


The building, roughly 80 by 260 
feet, stood 40 feet high. Black smoke, 
belching from oil drums, and the 


tarred paper used in its construction, | 


could be seen for miles, as it rose 
2,000 feet in the air, 

Three or four trucks, one of them 
a fire engine, elaborate heating 
equipment, and a large variety of 
tools and equipment for the main- 
tenance of highway vehicles during 


| construction, were lost in the blaze. 


The fire would probably cost the 
War Assets corporation $50,000, it 
was estimated by reliable sources 
here. 

Three warehouses, which at one 
time held millions of dollars worth 
of precision instruments, also were 
razed, They were empty at the time 
of the fire. The fire hall also was 
burned to the ground, and one fire 
engine was heavily damaged before 
it could be removed from the flames, 
George Bard, in charge of the large 
maintenance camp for War Assets, 
would make no statement, He was 
out of the 
to the Fort St. 
the fire broke out, and first noticed 
the fire when he saw the lofty 
columns of thick, black smoke as he 
returned to camp. 

The fire was discovered by John 
Coulpier, who turned in the alarm 
to Fort St. John police. 

The camp is comprised of 85 
buildings, and was the first erected 
on the Alaska highway when con- 
struction began, In it were repaired 
all types of vehicle, from as far 
north as the Yukon border,

Mr. Wood said shortages of ma- 
terial and labor had been factors in 
preventing the insurance companies 
from doing more along the housing 
line. 

Mr. Wood said the Sun Life and 
other companies were writing 50 
percent more business than a year 
ago. 

Asked for his views on social se- 
curity measures, Mr. Wood _ said 
these were sound and doubtless 
needed if they were kept within 
limits that the country ‘could bear 
financially.

OTTAWA, (CP)—Issue of $400,- 


| 000,000 Dominion of Canada 1°, per- 


cent bonds dated Noy. 1, 1946, and 
due Nov. 1, 1950, was announced 
by Finance 
llsley. 

The bonds will be issued to the 
Bank of Canada and chartered 
| banks with the proceeds being used 
to retire short-term low-interest 
Victory Bonds which mature this 
year. Issues to be retired are $197,- 
455,000 1% percent Fourth Victory 
Loan due Nov. 1; $43,125,700 4% 
percent conversion loan due Nov. 1, 
1956, and called at Nov. 1, 1946, 
and $193,286,000 two percent 1941 
Victory Loan due Dec, 15, 1946. 

Maturity dates and denominations 
of the new issue will be identical 
with those of the Ninth Victory 
Loan short-term bonds. The price 
received by the government was 
100.75 percent, or a cost basis of 
approximately 1.55 percent for the 
four-year term.

Officials of the prices board say it will 
be a couple of weeks before they can decide 
whether or not’ butter rations will have to 
be cut for the winter season, Production 
and consumption have been and are nearly 
balanced at present. The reserve supplies 
are too small. 

On the present scale every person is en- 
titled to eat an ounce of butter each week- 
day if he goes without any on Sunday. That 
is skimpy enough, making any allowance for 
butter used in cooking—and other kinds of 
shortening are as scarce as water in a desert 
A cut to five, or four, ounces per week would 
border on absurdity. 

But, if it comes this won't be the fault of 
the ration system or the rationing officials. 
They don’t make butter. They only figure 
out how much each person can get from the 
amount that is produced in factories and on 
farms. And since they have to figure ahead 
until next April or May, they have to play 
safe and not set the ration allowance too 
high. Else there might be a butter famine 
about February or March, 

The root of the trouble is that not en- 
ough butter is being made in Canada, not 
nearly enough, because not enough milk is 
being produced. That is one branch of enter- 
prise which offers an opportunity for large 
expansion, more employment of labor, more 
investment of capital. Dairy farming is not 


keeping pace with the, demand for products. | 


A Weird Argument _ 


Before the judicial committee of the 


privy council, which is presently enquiring | 


into Canada’s right to abolish appeals to it, 
counsel for the attorney-general of Ontario 
has presented this extraordinary argument; 

He declares that the privy council or any 
other ‘court in England is not subject to any 
force that can be applied by the parliament 
of Canada.” Or, as Lord Macmillan summed 
it up, “Even though the parliament of Can- 
ada are masters in their own house, they still 
cannot legislate extra-territorially.” 

All this is doubtless true. The Canadian 
parliament, sovereign in Canada, has no right 
whatsoever over any English court. But how 
can that truth, by any stretch of the imagin- 
ation, be made to deprive Canada of the right 
to abolish Canadian appeals to the privy 
council? : 

Obviously, the Canadian parliament can- 
not prohibit the privy council from hearing 
these appeals. But, quite as obviously, the 
Canadian parliament, being sovereign in this 
country, can prohibit Canadians from carry- 
ing appeals to that tribunal, : 

Everything being considered, the right 
of appeal to the privy council in constitutional 
matters is doubtless a valuable privilege. 

Some of the finest judicial brains in the 
Empire, completely aloof from all the polit- 
ical implications and interests of each case, 
are made accessible for the consideration of 
some of our most difficult constitutional 
problems. This is particularly valuable when 
a flood of matters concerning federal-provine- 
ial rights are bound to fall into litigation. 
Here is a court, then, which cannot conceiv- 
ably be even subconsiously prejudiced for 
either Dominion or provinces, 

But if to maintain our valuable right 
of appeal to this distinguished body it were 
necessary to rob the Canadian parliament of 
its sovereign rights or even to cast the 
shadow of doubt on those rights,.it would be 
far better to let appeals to the privy council 
go completely by the board. 

No judicial process or privilege is worth 
quite so much as the unchallenged freedom 
and independence of the Canadian people. 


Safety Comes First 

Canada and Russia are in agreement in 
the Assembly of the United Nations in cal- 
ling for a “diminishing of armaments” all 
round the world, They are not acting in con- 
cert, and seem to differ as to procedure, but 
the object is the same. 

There is no reason to suppose that the 
government or people of any country on 
earth is opposed to this, or is even neutral on 
the question. There is not simply the probab- 
ility that a disarmed world would be less 
likely become involved in war than an 
armed world. The very practical certainty 
is that armaments are than 
mankind can afford to spend on them. 

And the equally plain fac if the 
United Nations do what their Charter re- 
quires them to do no country will need more 
than a fraction of the armament it now 
maintains. There is glaring inconsistency in

the spectacle of nations remaining heavily 
armed while they are p ed to co-oper- 
ate to prevent armed conflict, 

One thing is clear. There will be no re- 
duction of armaments unless it is an all- 


round reduction, sponsored, supervised and 


directed by the United Nations organization. 
There can be no return to the suicidal pro- 
cedure under the League of Nations, when 


one country scrapped battleships while an- 


other was building them. That isn't good en- 
ough to fool anybody who understands how 
World War II came about 

Universal disarmament or reduction of 
armaments is plain sense. But it can only be 
achieved if the United Nations organization is 
empowered to send inspectors into every 
country and to demand full publicity in 


military matters from every government,

, Only so could there be confidence that arma- 
ment-reduction promises were being kept. 
No country will again trust the others 
blindly. Hitler has not been forgotten yet. 


They Also Served 


The wit of man never did devise any- 
thing perfect, and even the rehabilitation of 
Canadian war veterans is perhaps no more 
than the “closest yet.’’ The various schemes 
deserve all the praise bestowed on them, and 
yet we read and see each for himself the 
exceptional cases that prove the rule. But 
the cries of those “exceptional cases” deserve 
a better fate than falling on deaf ears,

He may not enter the United 
States, for example, except as a 
certain number of persons belong- 
ing to the same nationality may 
have entered it previously, thus 
establishing a “quota”.

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The Road Ahead

It seemed obvious to ask in Daw- 
son Creek, the end of steel and be 
ginning of the actual Alaska High- 
way, what effect the “American 
invasion” had on the district, the 
town and the people. There were 
ffects, Some of them good, some 
not so good, others difficult, at this 
short distance, to estimate accurat- 
ely, 

In the first place it brought pros- 
perity, Not only did farmers get 
higher prices for their produce, as 
farmers all over the country dic, 
but many of them found lucrative 
employment with the Americans on 
the highway, building camps, and 
around the camps, The result is 
that many who before the war 
were living a rather precarious ex- 
istence are today in a comfortable 
financial situation. Their farms are 
clear ef debt and they have been 
ible to make important additions 
to their holdings, to improve their 
buildings and equipment. 

The Americans ran a pipeline 16 
miles from Cutbank river to supply 
water for their camp, Today this 
has been purchased by the Domin- 
ion government and supplies the 
town, Although the town was serv- 
ed with electricity before the Amer- 
icans came, the plant that served 
the American camps has now been 
made available to serve the town, 
insuring better and more adequate 
service 

The highway too has been a god- 
send to the entire district and 
northwest, The importance of it 
wil] become more obvious as time 
|goes on, That part of the highway 
|which is under the control of the 
|Alberta and British Columbia gov- 
ernments not in particularly 
good shape &nd parts of it are just 
plain bad. The main highway is 
rough and washboardy in places, 
and there are sections which cross 
muskegs which require constant at- 
tention, but generally speaking it is 
in good shape, Plans are to impraeve 
it throughout

So much for the positive side of 
the picture. On the other hand 
there were other aspects of the 


“invasion” which are not so attrac- 
tive, There were a number of 
people who found that bootlegging 


gambling and vice provided easy 
money—and lots of it. The fact 
that the Americans had a lot of 


money to spend, and not many use- 
ful ways to spend it, made this al- 


most inevitable. To the best of my 
knowledge, al] traces of this part 
of the “invasion” have vanished 
However, the fact that the work 
was being done on a “cost plus” 
or “get it done, let somebody else 
wor about paying for it” basis, 


inflated values on everything from 
land to labor. Money which came 
easily went the same way, and 
there were many people who frit- 
tered away their big wages and 
have nothing to show for it today. 
Some of them still think the wages 
they received then, and the values 
in vogue, were normal, and these 
people constitute a worry to the 
more responsible citizenry. 
Enlistments from this torthern 
country were particularly high, 
higher than any other part of Can- 
ada. People don't talk up here 
about the young men wh went aw- 
ay but the very exceptional few 
who remained at home. These few 
haven't had a particularly pleasant 
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time, However the veterans come. 
ing home are finding that the in- 
flated values are making it difficult 
for them to obtain suitable farms, 
and this tends to create some bitter. 
ness, This cannot be blamed on 
anybody, but nevertheless, it is a 
fact which remains, and about 
which little, if anything can be 


done. 

Men who before the war night 
have been content to slave on the 
soil for years before it produced 
an adequate living for them. look 
at their neighbors and naturally 
lfind it difficult to face the fact 
that they have missed out on the 
“good times” with the future offer. 
ing little except hard work for the 
next 10 years at least. But they are 
accepting this, even if they aren't 
particularly happy about it. 

In the long run I believe the be. 
nefits of the “invasion” will far out. 
weigh the disadvantages and probs 
lems it brought with it.

“Education should be upon a high | 
and impartial basis, with academic | 
learning as its principal object | 
rather than religious instruction. | 
This organization is of the opinion | 
that religious instruction for In- | 
dians should be upon a voluntary | 
basis as it is for other groups, in| 
| order that the Indians may be per- 
mitted to choose according to their 
own conscience the religion which 
they desire to embrace,” the brief 
said. 

“Though parochial schools have 
contributed much to the education 
of Indians, the time has come when 
it is necessary to separate ed- 
ucation from religion in order that 
the fullest time and energy muy be 
devoted to the former and in order 
that the principle of freedom of 
religion and of conscience may be- 
come meaningful for the Indian.” 

It recommended abolition of par- 
achial schools and the substitution 
of interdenominational public 
schools, 

Appreciating the contribution of 
religious organizations to the wel- 
fare of the Indians, the brief crit- 
icized “the practice of such organ- 
izations which make the granting 
of benefits contingent upon the ac- 
ceptance of one or another of the 
white man’s faiths.”

Italian Socialists 
Unite With Reds 


ROME, (ONA) — Under the 
terms of their new unity pact, the 
Italian Socialists and Communists 
now seen as the largest single pol- 
itical bloc in Italy, have delivered 
a major political blow to British 
and American efforts to control 
this strategic Mediterranean out- 
post, according to best informed 
| circles in Rome. 

It has been no secret that since 
the fall of Fascism in Italy the hope 
of the British was to isolate the 
Communist movement in Italy and 
to mold the Italian Socialist Party 
along anti-Communist and British

A petition presented Tuesday be- 
fore Mr. Justice Casgrain on behalf 
of the niece, Mrs. George Ketterer, 
asks an order for probate of a 
will Mr..Berthiaume is said to have 
made im holograph form 10 days 
before he died. 

Mrs. Ketterer claims Mr. Berth- | 
faume bequeathed all his property 
to her. She further asks the court 
to revoke a judgment which last 
Sept. 4 admiited to probate a will | 
dated March 14, 1935, purporting to 
leave the entire estate to J. Lucien 
Dansereau. Mr. Berthiaume some! 
years ago designated Mr. Dansereau, 
a Montreal civil engineer and | 
personal friend, to represent him, | 
in his absence, on the board of 
directors of La Presse. 

The third wife of the publisher 
Fanny Colin, through J. P. Char- | 
bonneau, gave notice of intervention 
in order to contest the niece's 
petition for probate and validity 
of the will in Mr. Dansereau’s 
favor. 

This’ notice was given on the 
ground that on Sept. 29, 1943, Mr, | 
Betrhiaume made and executed a 
will in notarial form revoking “all 
wills or other testamentary disposi- 
tions by him theretofore made.” 

On application of Edouard Masson, 
representing Mr. Dansereau, Mr 
Justice Casgrain granted a delay 
of proceedings for eight days in 
which to contest in writing the 
niece's petition,

LONDON.—Sharply rising unem- 
ployment in the Welsh valleys, 
the impatience of Welsh people at 
what they regard as indifference 
in London and memories of the 
long and terrible depressions of 
inter-war years combined to pro- 
duce bitter speeches from Welsh 
members in the commons. 

With Sir Stafford Cripps as 
spokesman, the Labor government 
presented its proposals for Wales— 
its plan to build 136 new factories 
in the principality to provide em- 


ployment, and schemes to bring 
prosperity back to South Wales 
ports. 


Welsh members, many of whom 
lean toward a nationalist outlook 
and want a secretary for Wales 
appointed to the cabinet, leaped 
on these proposals with fiery, elo- 
quent scorn. “Tinkering with Wales,” | 
said one. “Ballyhoo,” said another. 
“Tragedy of the inter-war years 
has begun all over again,” roared 
a third. 

The ,Labor government, which 
draws much of its support from 
Weish workers, tried to be con- 
ciliatory. Both Sir Stafford Cripps 
and Welsh-born Aneurin Bevin de- 
clared the government intended 
to make absolutely sure that de- 
pression does not return to Wales, 
and that if present proposals are not 
adequate new ones will be substi- 
tuted. 

But that did not prevent Prof. 
W. J. Gruffydd, member for the 
University of Wales, from warning 
that Welsh nationalism—which in

35 Years as Board Member 


Pioneer Ends Long Service 


Sam H. Smith, pioneer resi- 
dent of Edmonton, concluded 
35 years service on the city’s 
board of sinking fund trustees 
Wednesday, when the board as 
presently constituted was dis- 
olved to be replaced as from 
Nov. 1 next by a board com- 
posed of three civic officials, 

MR. SMITH was appointed a 
member of the sinking fund 
board with T. M. Turnbull in 
1911 in an advisory capacity, 
and in 1916 he and Mr. Turn- 
bull were appointed by a judge 
of the supreme court of Alberta 
when the board of the sinking 
fund trustees, as at present con- 
stituted was created. The third 
member of that board was Ald. 
R, M. Firth, chairman of the 
city council's finance commit- 
tee of that year. 

In 1920 Mr. Turnbull retired 
from the board, and Frank 
Pike was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. Mr, Pike retired in 
1921 and was succeeded by the 
late G, R. F. Kirkpatrick who 
continued as trustee until his 
death in April 1943, when A, A.

A few days ago eight army air 
force cameras—provided with special 
steel armor and operated by an/| 
automatic device—were attached to, 


| the tail°of a V-2 rocket shot from 


the ordnance department's proving 
ground at White Sands, N.M. 

Six of these eight cameras have 
been recovered intact and still in 
operating condition, after a search 
for several days in the sagebrush- 
covered waste. The films appear to 
have been exposed as planned. It 
cannot be said positively, however, | 
that any pictures were taken until | 
the films are developed at the 
naval research laboratory here. 

Show Earth's Curve 


The greatest height from which 
such a picture has been taken be- 
fore is less than 20 miles—over 
the Black Hills of North Dakota, 
for the National Geographic society. 
It showed clearly the curvature of | 
the earth. This should be much | 
more apparent in photographs taken | 
from an altitude of 100 miles 

Even if the six rolls of film mow 
on their way to Washington prove 
worthless, army ordnance officers 
are jubilant over their success in 
recovering the cameras and other 
delicate scientific instruments un- 


damaged. It appears. successful 
photography from the ionosphere 
will be only a matter of a few 


months at the most 

Three methods of bringing down 
these instruments were tested—all 
apparently successful. The first is 
automatic detachment of the 
rocket’s warhead when it comes 
to about 100,000 feet above the 
ground on its return from space, It 
es to fall at a terrific speed 
but by no means so fast as before— 
since it is so much lighter than the 
rocket itself 

Warhead Not Found 
Heavily armored instruments en- 


closed in such a warhead would 
have a fair chance to escape de- 
struction. In the test it is known 
the automatic device worked ac- 


to schedule, and that the 
top of the rocket was detached. It 
landed somewhere in the mountains 
but searching parties have failed to 
locate it 

The second method is to place 
the instruments in a steel container 
located in the rocket’s control 
chamber just behind the warhead. 
Once the latter is detached, the 
center of gravity of the rocket 
changes and the main body comes 


cording 


to earth more slowly. The steel 
box has been found with the 
instruments in good condition, 

A third method js to place the 


in a steel cylinder 
inserted between the alcohol amd 
oxygen tanks just back of the con- 
trol chamber. This cylinder has been 
located from the air, but a ground 


party has not yet been able to 
reach it. 

The fourth method, probably 
suitable only for cameras, is to 
attach the instruments to the 
rocket’s tail. It proved successful 


beyond the expectations of the of- 


ficers who planned it. 

With refinements being planned, 
jit is believed that scientists now 
will be able to send aloft almost 
any sort of recording instrument 
for observation of conditions in 
the ionsphere and get it back 
intact. This has been considered 
in the past, the greatest handicap 
to the use of the rocket as a
